Even before the H. A. Harvey, Jr., made history in Trinity River 
navigation back in 1893 by landing (above) for the first time in 
Dallas to inaugurate service to and from McCommas Bluff, The 
Egan Company was a going concern. Founded in September, 1892, 
by A. L. Egan as The Egan Printing Company, the firm had its orig- 
inal plant on the site where the new Mercantile Securities Building is 
now being erected. The company later moved to a location on Com- 
merce Street near Poydras Street, and in 1916 moved to its present 
quarters at 912-1006 Ross Avenue near Lamar Street, which provide 
30,000 square feet of space. That was the year in which The Egan 
Printing Company purchased the John F. Worley Printing Company 
and the two plants were merged. Two years before Mr. Egan had 
formed a partnership with W. I. Casey and J. H. Cassidy. The Egan 
Company has made a specialty of printing telephone and city direc- 
tories; bank, insurance, and business forms and stationery; rate books; 
catalogs; and railroad and airline time tables and tariffs. The com- 
pany, which recently remodeled and air conditioned its offices, now 
employs more than 60 persons representing an annual payroll ex- 
ceeding $200,000, and is planning enlargement of its plant and the 
addition of new, high-speed equipment. Present officers of the firm, 
incorporated in 1922, are W. H. Egan, president and treasurer; A. Y. 
Zadik, executive vice president; W. V. Pedigo and J. B. Collins, vice 
presidents; and J. W. Zadik, secretary.

Dilemma in Dixie ..... 


HAT happened at the Democratic 

National Convention in Philadel- 
phia is a question which has been sub- 
ject to so many different interpretations 
by so many commentators and column- 
ists that further observations may prove 
to be more confusing than clarifying; yet 
it might be worth- 
while to review ob- 
jectively some of the 
more important con- 
sequences of that 
convention, for in 
many respects it was 
one of the most pro- 
foundly significant 
political events of 
our time. It was as DALE MILLER 
different from the Republican convention 
which preceded it as day is from night; 
and while the Republican meeting was 
consistent with the nation’s political hab- 
its as demonstrated over a period of 
many decades, the Democratic conven- 
tion was so sharply a departure from 
tradition as to mark perhaps the end of 
one turbulent era of American history 
and the beginning of another. 

To begin with, the July convention 
accomplished at long last the naked ex- 
posure of the Democratic Party for what 
it is and has been for years: A curious 
and untenable alliance of incompatible 
elements, each seeking to preserve or to 
attain objectives peculiar to its own fac- 
tion and. hostile to the others, but being 
drawn together by circumstance into a 
shaky and tenuous union. The Demo- 
cratic Party has been a common label, 
but for years it has represented no com- 
mon cause and sought no common goal. 

Historically the party of opposition to 
a strong centralized government and to a 
high protective tariff, its long-estab- 
lished principles were vitiated a decade 
and a half ago by a New Deal govern- 
ment created under its own egis. A cen- 
tralized bureaucracy unlike anything ex- 
perienced before in our nation’s history

was established, and the tariff issue was 
buried beneath strange new dogmas; and 
thereafter the Democratic Party bore lit- 
tle resemblance to its traditional progen- 
itors. As diverse as the elements which 
comprised it were the forccs which held 
it together: The common adversities of 
depression and war, the excitements of 
change, the fruits of political power, and 
the domination by the most magnetic 
personality in our modern political his- 
tory. Beneath the exterior manifestations 
of union, however, lay the innate and ir- 
reconcilable differences of political phi- 
losophies, smoldering and eruptive. 

Those differences erupted at Philadel- 
phia, and the hot lava which is still 
spreading through the combustible 
framework of the party is producing a 
far-reaching metamorphosis not only in 
the party itself but in our American po- 
litical system as well. It would be a mis- 
take, I think, to regard the consequences 
of the Philadelphia convention as less 
significant than that. It was not a con- 
vention of termagant passions and emo- 
tions; from that point of view others 
have been as bad and worse. But the 
issues were so sharply defined, the de- 
marcations so clearly marked, that it is 
scarcely conceivable that the rupture be- 
tween the warring factions of the party 
can be healed. 

After a hundred and fifty years the 
Democratic Party repudiated its time- 
honored doctrine of State’s rights. The 
convention decisively defeated a resolu- 
tion offered by Texas which did nothing 
more than reaffirm in restrained language 
a tenet dear to the party throughout its 
long and illustrious history. The South- 
erners who solidly supported it were 
overwhelmed by a combination of prac- 
tical politicians, opportunists, and ideol- 
ogists from the North and West who 
deemed it incompatible with “‘civil 
rights”, that gossamer and illusory bait 
for ballots in the powerful pivotal States. 
And, not content with the renunciation 





of State’s rights, the convention again 
overrode the South by adopting a strong- 
er “civil rights” resolution than its own 
platform committee had proposed. The 
old Democratic doctrine of the rights of 
the States was thus discarded for anti- 
poll tax, anti-lynching, and anti-segrega- 


tion. 

There can be no question about the 
breach in the party, and the depth of the 
abyss ahead. Even the subsequent nomi- 
nation of the faithful and venerable Sen- 
ator Barkley for Vice President could do 
virtually nothing to bridge the gap. The 
repudiation of State’s rights malleated 
the die of discord, and the espousal of 
“civil rights” cast it. The South is now 
phalanxed in open rebellion against ex- 
traneous forces which control the party 
it cradled and nurtured since the infant 
years of the Republic. 

So the question arises, whither now? 
What happens in the months and years 
ahead will prove of profound signifi- 
cance to the political progress not only 
of the South but of the nation as a 
whole. Win or lose in November, the 
Democratic Party will continue to “be 
torn by an internecine struggle among 
its oddly discordant factions for control 
over its future destiny. The South will 
be a party to that struggle, to be sure, 
for no section knows so well as the South 
the power of a simple label to compel 
allegiance. But all the while the South 
will be subjected to political revolution 
within itself, a revolution already strong- 
ly begun by many influential leaders who 
saw in Philadelphia not only an Appo- 
matox of Southern defeat, but an ulti- 
mate Armageddon of. the Democratic 
Party as well. 

For years the most mature Democratic 
leaders in the South have counseled pa- 
tience. Cognizant of the developing tem- 
pest they have admonished their follow- 

ers to fight for their principles but to 
confine their struggle within the frame- 
work of the party. Whether this posi- 
tion is still tenable only the future can 
determine. Arrayed against it is the con- 
tention of many leaders that the South 
can marshal its political strength, and 
thus protect its traditions and customs, 
only through the formation of a new all- 
Southern party which could unify and 
control its own powerful bloc of elec- 
toral votes to command respectful recog- 
nition in national politics. In the 11 
Southern States there are 137 electoral 
votes, a significant and important po- 
tential which has not yet been fully rea-

CiVIC COMMITTEE LAUNCHES DRIVt 
T@ BOOST CITY AS VACATION SPO} 


O stimulate business during the summer doldrums by at. 
tracting visitors to the city, a committee of Dallas civic leaders repre. 
senting some 25 associations and firms has launched a six-week can. 
paign, keynoted by the slogan, “Dallas Invites You.” Purpose of the 
program is to publicize Dallas as an ideal spot for week-end and 
longer vacations this summer. 

Headquarters to look after the pleasure, welfare, and comfort of 
Dallas’ out-of-town summer guests have been set up by the commit. 
tee in the Dallas Chamber of Commerce Building under charge of 
R. C. Dolbin, manager of the Dallas Retail Merchants’ Association, 
a Chamber of Commerce division. Mayor Jimmie Temple of Dallas 
is honorary hospitality chairman. 

Dallas’ bid to Southwesterners to come to the city for the week-end 
or longer is being made by newspaper advertising, radio spot an- 
nouncements, and publicity in publications over Dallas’ trade area. 
The advertising schedule is focused largely within a 200-mile radius 
of Dallas but extends into selected towns as far as West Texas and 
the Panhandle. The campaign will continue until September 1 and is 
stressing three main points: 


First, hotel accommodations, scarce during and since the war, are 
once more generally available, particularly during the summer week- 
ends. It is thought that the difficulty in obtaining hotel accommoda- 
tions has discouraged many persons who formerly visited Dallas 


frequently. 

Second, Dallas offers the visitor an almost unlimited opportunity 
for shopping, sports, dining, amusements, and entertainment of all 
kinds. 

Third, Dallas affords relief from summer heat through its air-con- 
ditioned theaters, shops, restaurants, and other facilities. 

The advertisements are appearing in 28 daily newspapers, includ- 
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ing the Dallas Morning News and the Dallas Times-Herald. Spot an- 
nouncements are being made over 11 radio stations including KRLD, 
WRR, and WFAA-570. A typical spot announcement in the radio 
series to be used until Labor Day invites listeners in neighboring 
towns to “Come to Dallas for a week-end holiday ...a vacation in 
the cool luxury of Dallas hotels, theaters, fashion shops, restaurants, 
and dance spots. Write or wire: “Dallas Invites You’, Chamber of 
Commerce Building, Dallas, Texas. Mayor Jimmie Temple, Honor- 
ary Hospitality Chairman.” 

Another “spot” in the radio series broadcasts the invitation io 
Southwesterners to “enjoy a week-end vacation in air-conditioned 
Dallas... a wonderful two or three days in a cool hotel, with break- 
fast served in bed if you wish. Shop and go sight-seeing by day... 
theaters, operetta, and dancing at night. Let Dallas make your reser- 
vations. Write or wire: ‘Dallas Invite You’, Chamber of Commerce 
Building, Dallas, Texas. Mayor Jimmie Temple, Honorary Hospi- 
tality Chairman.” 

Supplementing the radio and newspaper advertising is a publicity 
campaign in newspapers and magazines within the 200-mile radius. 
A two-color brochure depicting Dallas’ many attractions as a vaca- 
tion spot has been prepared and mailed by sponsoring firms to their 
out-of-town customer lists. These folders are available to other Dallas 
firms wishing to cooperate by circularizing their own mailing lists. 

Illustrated with sketches of various entertainment and recreation 
features, the brochure lists all activities Dallas offers for fun, sight- 
seeing, and relaxation, including the Starlight Operetta, the State Fair 
of Texas Midway for children and grown-ups, air-conditioned theaters, 
dance rooms and night clubs, live radio broadcasts, fashion shows, 
swimming, rowing, motor boating, fishing, and picnicking at White 
Rock Lake, horseback riding, golf, tennis, bicycling, skating, bowl- 
ing, skeet and trap shooting, square dancing, Texas League baseball, 
Marsalis Park Zoo, Little Mexico, Antique Row, museum exhibits at 
Fair Park, residential sections of beautiful homes and scenic drives,

R. A. J. CRONIN of “The Citadel” 

and “Keys of the Kingdom” fame 

has a flair for telling a story, and telling 

it well. He has followed the well-known 

pattern in “Shannon’s Way” of boy 

meets girl, but has put more than the 

usual difficulties in their pathways. To 

read about Robert Shannon, however, is 

interesting and entertaining from start to 
finish. 

Unlike the story of the man in “The 
Citadel” who tried to be a good doctor, 
but was always tempted by his desire 
for material success, Robert Shannon has 
one goal — his interest in medical re- 
search. This, he puts ahead of every- 
thing else in his life, even ahead of Jean 
Law, a young student who falls in love 
with him long before he knows she ex- 
ists. But, at the age of 24 and already 
having secured his degree, Robert is too 
busy to think about girls. Awarded a 
fellowship, he becomes one of three as- 
sistants of Professor Usher in the Depart- 
ment of Experimental Pathology at the 
University. But, this is short lived, for 








Robert has a burning desire to follog 
his own experiments, and he soon loses. 
his head and his job at the University, 
From then on, the going is tough for 
Robert. Dr. Cronin seems to throw the 
book at his hero, just to see how mugy 
he can take. Separated from the student 
Miss Law, whom he finally loves very 
deeply, by religious differences, he grad. 
ually drops lower and lower in his pro. 
fession. Nothing seems to matter to him 
as long as he can continue his research, 























The reader, of course, anxiously turns | 
the pages knowing that Robert will soon 
discover the serum and vacine for which 
he has diligently searched and astonish 
the world with his brilliance, but no, 
his story is not a fairy tale. Just as Rob- 
ert Shannon has success in his hand, and 
the world at his feet, another has beat 
him to the draw and published the com- 
plete record of his discovery. ;

Jamieson Film 


In 100,000 Plant 


HE Jamieson Film Company, a concern of many firsts in the Southwest 
T as the region’s oldest producer of motion pictures, has marked its thirty- 
second anniversary by moving into a new, modern plant at 3825 Bryan Street 
representing a total investment of approximately $100,000. 

The studio and laboratory building provides a total of 8,200 square feet 
of floor area. An additional 10,000 square feet of ground space is devoted to 
landscaping and private parking. 

The new facilities afforded by the plant include a sound stage large enough 
for building any set that might be required for an industrial or educational 
film such as an automobile service station, a home or store interior, or a fac- 
tory scene. An air-conditioned screening room seating 25 persons serves the 
double purpose of providing both a place for clients to view their productions 
and a recording stage for dubbing sound to pictures already made. 
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A new recording console designed by 
Bruce Jamieson, son of the company’s 
founder, provides facilities for mixing 
input of six channels, two for disc tran- 
scriptions, two for microphone pickup, 
and two for re-recording from film sound 
tracks. Four air-conditioned cutting 
rooms permit editing, cutting, and syn- 
chronizing of four different productions 
simultaneously. Facilities include full ed- 
iting equipment, movieolas, playback, 
views, synchronizers, and splicers. 

The 35-millimeter printing room in- 
cludes a Hollywood-type Bell & Howell 
printer with an attachment designed by 
Mr. Jamieson for printing negatives in a 
loop continuously without the necessity 
of having to rewind and rethread the 
negative for each print. The 16-milli- 
meter printing room equipment provides 
for making of Kodachrome duplicates 
and adding sound to Kodachrome by re- 
ducing from the 35-millimeter track. A 
special room is provided for title and 
animation work. 

The developing machine room is large 
enough to accommodate three develop- 
ing machines. The 35-millimeter ma- 
chine turns out 3,000 feet of print or 
1,800 feet of negative per hour. Filtered 
and conditioned air keeps the room tem- 
perature constant summer and winter. 

The latest type equipment for studio 
or factory lighting has been installed and 
is augmented by a 16,000-watt portable

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generator for occasions when additional 
current is needed. 

Jamieson Film Company was founded 
in 1916 by Hugh V. Jamieson as Dallas’ 
first motion picture company and was 
located at 2212 Live Oak Street until it 
occupied its new plant. The concern 
boasts of many “firsts” in the Southwest 
in motion picture making, including the 
introduction of sound on film and the 
use of incandescent lights and panchro- 
matic film, the first two-color process in- 
troduced about 1930. The firm also pio- 
neered in the commercial use of Koda- 
chrome 16-millimeter film machine de- 
velopment, portable generating equip- 
ment, and Ansco’s colored 35-millimeter 
film. 

In addition to Bruce Jamieson, the film 
company founder has another son, Hugh 
V. Jamieson, Jr., associated with him in 
the business. Both sons are veterans of 


World War II.

When the Texas Workmen’s Compensation Insurance 
Law was enacted in 1913, the Legislature recognized the 
need for setting up an organization to assure its proper 
administration. So Article 8308 creating the Texas Em- 
ployers’ Insurance Association and defining its duties and 
powers was written into the law. 


It was given general corporate powers and its manage- 
ment and direction was placed in the hands of a board of 
directors, the first of which was to be appointed by the 
Governor, but all future boards were to be elected by the 
policyholders of the Association. 


Thus the Association was created, and charged by the 
Compensation Law with the responsibility of providing 
employers of labor in Texas with Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance Service.

66‘ LOTHES for the lady-in-waiting” 

has the paradoxical twist of 
sounding Elizabethan and being ultra 
modern. 

There could not be a better motto for 
Page Boy Maternity Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Dallas, whose owners in 10 years 
have fanned a $500 investment into a 
bonanza of more than $1,000,000. Their 
prime business rule has been a direct re- 
versal of the philosophy found in a song 
hit of several years ago, for they have 
busily “deaccentuated the positive.” 
Three pretty Dallas girls are the Frank- 
furt sisters—Elsie, Edna, and Louise— 
who operate the company that is pro- 
ducing the nationally famous Page Boy 
maternity fashions. Page Boy dresses, 
whose name was inspired by the page 
boy of olden times who heralded the 
coming of a son and heir, are advertised 
in all the leading women’s magazines and 
are on the racks of the finest stores 
throughout the county as well as in Page 
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Boy’s own shops in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Indianapolis, and Dallas. 

The business began in 1938 when Elsie 
Frankfurt, then a student of design and 
mathematics at Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity, styled for her sister, Mrs. Edna 
Frankfurt Ravkin, a beige gabardine suit 
which held no resemblance to the Mother 
Hubbard clothes generally associated 
with mothers-to-be. Although this first 
dress was created for Edna with no 
thought of “seconds” being made com- 
mercially, she was approached by friends 
and strangers alike who wanted to know 
where she bought it. 

Then came a telegram from a buyer 
in an Eastern store who ordered six 
dresses after seeing one that Elsie had de- 
signed for one of her friends. The sisters 
employed two seamstresses, bought a few 
bolts of good fabric, and Page Boy was 
born. 

“There is a feeling among young ma- 
trons that clothes bought for pregnancy 























shouldn’t be as expensive as their reg- 
ular wardrobe, so our popular price 
range is generally around $30,” ex- 
plained Elsie Frankfurt. “However, we 
think that one really smart outfit, pref- 
erably one that requires blouses so that 
it can be dressed up in different ways, is 
a good buy. So, our courtier styles range 
from $19 to $80.” 

Regarded as the key to Page Boy suc- 
cess is the styling that makes all of the 
maternity dresses adjustable, so that the 
waistline can be let out as the months 
go by, with the dress still being wearable 
after the arrival of the infant. Many of 
the skirts have semi-circle bands which 
are inserted when needed and removed 
later. Others fasten by the hook-and-eye 
method instead of being styled with a 
wrap-around draw-string effect. 

The Frankfurt sisters are devoting 
their talents to separate but equally im- 
portant phases of their business. Mrs. 
Ravkin (Edna) manages the retail shops 
owned by Page Boy and spearheads the 
drive of getting their dainty fashions into 
stores such as Bonwit-Teller and Saks- 
Fifth Avenue in New York City which 
never before would even consider pro- 


moting anything as “unfashionable” as

In May, 1943, at the age of 33, I was 
inducted into the Army. Having bee) 
married for 12 years, it presented an ad. 

Basic training wa 
completed at Fort Custer, Mich., in July, 
1943. From that time until heading over. 
seas in November, 1944, I was statione) 
in Texas—four months at McClem 
(Panhandle), six months at 
Howze, Gainesville, and five months 
Camp Barkeley, Abilene. I was jug 
about holding my own with Army life 
until January, 1944, when one of my 
friends insisted that I go to Dallas with 
him for the week-end. I accepted, and 
now the reason this letter, though late, 
just had to be written. 

Dallas was a revelation to me; a big 
city with the charm and friendliness of 
a small town; people working hard with 
true civic pride to build up and improve 
their chosen city, but never too busy to 
give a pleasant “Good Day” to one ob- 
viously a stranger in town. Your US#, 
did a terrific job and its facilities af- 
forded me many hours of real pleasure 
and relaxation. Dining at the Baker 
Hotel was ever a treat, walking on the 
campus of Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity or through that perfectly lovely 
Spanish Village (where even the mighty 
A. & P. conforms to style) , window shop- 
ping at the fabulous Neiman-Marcus 
store, and finally and so very far from 
least, being made to feel at home by 
your wonderful citizens made Dallas a 
haven to which I would hurry every 
week-end.

Spats and high, buttoned shoes were the style along the bois d’arc- 
block streets of Dallas when the scene above at the corner of Jackson 
and Houston Streets was photographed in 1912, the year that the 
Stewart Office Supply Company began business in a small room in 
the Praetorian Building. During the 36 succeeding years, the Stewart 
firm has grown with Dallas and has become one of the largest office 
supply organizations in the Dallas Southwest, occupying today three 
floors of a building at 1523 Commerce Street. Two years after W. 
Neill Stewart, Sr., founder and president of the firm, started his one- 
room business, he needed more space and rented the third floor in 
the structure at 1523 Commerce, then known as the Sam Houston 
Life Insurance Company Building. In 1916, he moved to the ground 
floor at 1921 Main Street, and, in 1918, to a two-story building at 
1919 Main. In 1929, the company purchased and moved to its present 
building. Later, it sold the building but retained its quarters under a 
lease. Ernest M. Stewart, Sr., brother of the founder, and J. Harold 
Cude are vice presidents of the Stewart Office Supply Company. W. 
Neill Stewart, Jr., is secretary.
